had been kept a secret. 
“ Get a physician quick, the general 
lr d yin a." 
A bellboy was sent to the office ot 
Dr. Abbey, nearby, but the physician 
was not tit home. 
Mrs. Grant was no­ 
tified and, < haling at the delay, she 
cried back hysterically: 
“ Get an ambulance. 
Get anybody." 
The alarm was sent to police head­ 
quarters, from which an ambulance 
was dispatched, 
('¡ills were put in at : 
random also for physicians In the Fifth j 
avenue district and within a few m in­ 
utes two had responded. 
W hen the ambulance arrived, within ; 
four minutes of the alarm, it was said 
that General Grant probably was dy* | 
ing. 
He was in too dangerous a * on- j 
dition to he removed and the ambu­ 
lance drove away.

him self as feeling rejoiced at his re­ 
newed strength. 
“ General G rant had been suffering 
fro m diabetes and tlu* attendant di­ 
gestive disturbances, which seemed, 
however, to be perfectly under con­ 
trol.
